And 
the said city shall be liable to pay all dam- 
ages which any water craft may sustain by 
delay in passing, or by unavoidably com- 
ing in contact with &uch bridge in passing 
or attempting to pass the same.

75. The general laws for the pres- 


ervation of bridges, and tlie punishment by 
such laws provided for wilful and mali- 
cious injuries done thereto, arc hereby ex- 
tended to and shall include all the &aid 
bridges ; and shall apply to any wilful or 
malicious damage which may be done to 
either of them by any person or persons 
whatever. 
And the Mayor of said city 


may have and exercise full jurisdiction in 
administering said laws, and also the Ordi- 
nances that may from time to time be 
passed for the regulation and preservation 
of said bridges, and to enforce the penal- 
ties prescribed in said laws and ordinances. 
And in case any damage may be done by 
any vessel or water craft or by tho master 
or commanding officer thereof, such vessel 
or water craft may be proceeded against 
under the laws to provide for the collec- 
tion of damages against boats and vessels.

LAWS OF WISCONSIN. 


BY AI/TUORITlf. 


ANAC'f to incorporate the city of Milwau- 


kee. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin repre- 


sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follow* : 
Section I. That the district of country in- 


cluded within the following limits arid boun- 
daries in township numbered seven, of range 
numbered twenty-two east in the county of 
Milwaukee, to wit: Beginning on the lake 
shore in the northerly part of Milwaukee Bay, 
•where it is intersected by the section line 
running east and west on the north side of 
section numbered 22, thunce west along said 
line !* a2-100 chain* to tho quarter section post 
butween Heetioiii fifteen and twenty-two, 
thence north on riuartcr section lino twenty 
chtuui to the nortli cast corner of the south 
east quarter of the south wc.st quarter of said 
section fifteen, thence west to the north west 
corner of said quarter quarter section, thence 
south to tlie south went corner of suid quarter 
section, s» as to include the alms-house farm, 
thence weit along said section line, and the 
north hue of suction twenty-one and section 
twenty to tho quarter post on the north line 
of section twenty, thence south along the 
quarter section line to the centre of said sec- 
tion numbered twenty, thonce we^t along the 
quarter section line in said section numbered 
twenty, and suction numbered nineteen to 
the wost lino of suid township and range, 
thence south alon^ the .suid range line to the 
north boundary line of township numbered 
«i<, llwnco east along said nortli line to the 
lake shore in tho southerly part of Milwaukee 
Jity, Ihence from a point therein in range 
with the south side of tbe south pier of the 
government harbor, the line shall diverge and 
run southeasterly in a direct line to and along 
the south side of said pier, to tho further ex- 
tremity thereof, nnd five hundred feet be- 
yond, and from thence duo cast to the east- 
cm bound.try of the State in lake Michigan, 
Ih.'nee north to a point opposite the place or 
point of beginning, thence west to the place 
or point of beginning shall be a city, by the 
itimi! of " Milwaukoe," and the people now 
inhabiting, nnd those* who shall hereafter in- 
habit within the district of country hereinbe- 
fore! described, shall be a municipal corpora- 
tion, by the mime of the " City of Milwau- 
kee," and shall have the general powers pos- 
sessed by cities, at the common law; ami in 
addition thereto shall possess the powers here- 
inafter specifically ^ranled ; and the atttliort- 
tiijH theroof shall have, perpetual succession, 
shall bo capable of contracting and being 
contracted with, of suing and being sued, 
j>'ending nnd being impK-aded in all courts 
of l<iw and equity; iind shall lure tt common 
»<nl, and may change and alter the same nt 
pleasure. 


Sec. 2. For the better government of the 


said city, the district of country comprised 
in the limits described in tho first section of 
this act, shall be divided into five wards, as 
follows : All that part of the said district 
which lies cast of the middle of Milwaukee 
river and north of the middle of Wisconsin 
street, shall bo the first ward; all that part 
of tho said district which lies west of the 
middle of Milwaukee river, aiid north of the 
middle of Cedar street and its extension to 
tho west line of tho city, shall bo the second 
•ward ; ull that part of the said district which 
lies ett-t of the middle of the said river, and 
south of tho middle of Wisconsin street shall 
be the third ward ; and nil that part of the 
said district which lies west of the middle of 
did river, south of the middle of Cedar 
B'root and within sections numbered twenty- 
nine ami thirty, shall be the fourth ward; 
jiud the residue of said city shall be the fifth 
wml. 


dec. 3. On the third Tucschy of May next, 


and on tho first Tuesday of April in each 
year thereafter, tho male persons who are 
qualified by the constitution of this State, to 
vote /or State a,nd County officer.-;, and who 
have resided within the city one year and 
within the ward •when1 they shnll propose to 
fo'e ten days, next preceding any election, 
may, within thoir wards, r\t such places as 
may be designated by the present common 
fMitici!, for the said fiivt election to beheld 
on the third Tuesday of May next, find by 
the select and common councils for the elec- 
tions thereafter, vote for one mayor, one treas- 
urer, one marshal and oti« attorney for the 
city ; and for the ward in which they vote, 
one alderman to represent suid ward in and 
to be a member of tho select council of said 
city, three aldermen to represent said ward 
in and to be members of ths common coun- 
cil of suid eity ; one constable, one street in- 
spector and thrco assessors of taxes for said 
Ward ; and at the election to be held on the 
first Tuesday of April in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two and 
H-J the election to be held each second year 
thereafter, in and for each ward one justice of 
the pence. 


Sec. 4. The elections in said city shall be 


hold and conducted by tho aldermen of the 
common council of each ward, who shall be 
the inspectors of elections, and shall take the 
usual oathi or affirmations us jn ascribed by 
the general election laws of 'this Slate to be 
taken by the judge* and inspectors of elec- 
tions, and shall have the power to appoint 
rilerks of (uch elections and to administer the 
aaccssnry oa'hs. Said elections shall be held 
and conducted in the samo manner and un- 
der the same penalties, and vacancies in the 
board* of inspectors thereof filled as re- 
quired, directed and specified in the laws of 
this State, regulating elections. 


Sec. 5. If either of the inspectors shall sus- 


pect that any person oiTorinji a vote does noi 
posses* the qualifications of an elector, or if 
such vote be challenged by an elector, the in- 
spector' Wore receiving the vote of any such 
peison, shnUretjuiro him to tuke the following 
«atk : " You do rtemnly swear (ol; affirm as 
the case may be) that you aro twenty-one 
JWN of age, tlwt you ara a citizen of the 
United State*, (or have declared year inten- 
tion to become * citiaen, conformably to the 
Uwt of the linked Btatei on the subject of 
BitaralixaUo^;) lk*t you have resided vith- 
m tf»i* City oflf^yfar, aad within this Ward 
tea d*y« M*<j»r«oe»Jkia this election, and 
that you bavft Wt rotett «t tbb election," god 
if the pertOfe <WW*8 *° **$$ *^' ta^e W^ 


oath his vote shall be receired. And if such 
person shall take such oath falsely, he shall 
be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt per- 
jury, and upon conviction thereof upon indict- 
ment, shall suffer the punishment provided 
by law for persons guilty of perjury. If any 
person, who is not A qualified voter shall rote 
at any election, or any person duly qualified 
«hall vote in any other Ward than the one in 
which he resides, or shall vote more than 
once at any one election, he shall be liable to 
an indictment and on conviction thereof shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars. 
It shall be the duty of the inspectors to keep 
a list of the names of all persons whose votes 
may be challenged as aforesaid and who shall 
swear in their votes; and if any inspector 
shall knowingly and corruptly receive the vote 
of any person not duly authorized to vote, or 
shall make out false returns of an election, or 
any clerk shall not write down the name of 
every voter as he votes, or shnll wilfully make 
untrue and incorrect count and tallies of 
votes, each and every such inspector and clerk 
shall be liable to indictment and on conviction 
thereof shall severally forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars and not 
loss than one hundred dollars. All such in- 
dictments shall be tried in the Circuit Court 
of the County of Milwaukee, and all the pen- 
alties imposed by this section shall be for the 
benefit of the poor of said city. 


Sec. C.' When an election shall be closed 


and the number of votes for each candidate, 
or person voted for, shall be counted and as- 
certained, the said inspectors shall prepare 
and make under their respective hands and 
seals duplicate returns thereof stating therein 
the number of votrs for each person for each 
and every office, and shall deliver or cause to 
be delivered such returns to the select and 
common councils, at the times and places ap- 
pointed for them respectively to meet and re- 
ceive the same; and within twenty-four hours 
after the election of aldermen, the inspectors 
holding such election shall give notice in wri- 
ting to each of said aldermen elected of their 
respective elections. 


Sec. 7. The person receiving the highest 


number of votes at an election tor any office 
created by this act shall be declared duly 
elected to said office ; and in case of a tie or 
even number of votes having been given to 
two persons for the same office, a new elec- 
tion shall be ordered and held. Every person 
elected or appointed to office in puisnance of 
this act shall hold his said office and discharge 
t"ie duties thereof, for one year, (except Jus- 
tices of the Peace who shall hold for 2 years,) 
unless removed therefrom, and until liis suc- 
cessor shall be duly elected or appointed and 
qualified. Persons elected or appointed to fill 
vacancies shall hold their said offices and dis- 
charge the duties thereof for the term of and 
according to the condition?, with the same 
rights, and subject to tbe same penalties as tbe 
person whose oflice they may be elected or 
Appointed to fill. 


Sec. 8. Special elections to fill vacnmias in 


any office or for any other purpose shall be 
held nnd conducted by the aldermen of the 
common conrifil in and for each ward in the 
same manner and the returns theicof shall be 
made in the same form and manner as gen- 
eral or annual elections, and within such time 
<\s may be prescribed by ordinance. 


See. 9. The select council of said city shall 


bo composed of ono alderman from each ward, 
and the common council shall be composed of 
three aldermen from each ward. 


Sec. 10. The aldermen elected to the select 


and common councils shall meet at such place 
m said city, as the said councils, each for its 
own body, may after tbe first election agree 
upon, and afterwards at such places as by or- 
dinance duly passed may be fixed for that pur- 
pose, between the bourn often and twelve of 
tbe clock in the forenoon on the Monday fol- 
lowing each and every election of aldermen, 
arid after organizing each council temporari- 
ly by selecting one for chairman and one for 
secretary, shall then and there leceive there-! 
turns of their election as aforesaid, and shall 
forthwith proceed to examine the same and to 
judge and determine thereon ; and for that 
purpose the said aldermen elected to the se- 
lect <vitl common councils respectively or a 
majoiity of them shall be juries of their own 
elections, and shall hnve full "power «nd au- 
thonty to approve thereof or to set aside the 
same. 


Sec. 11. Each arid every aldonaian elected 


to the select and common councils, returned 
and chosen in the manner aforesaid, and whose 
election shall be so <is aforesaid approved of, 
shall, before he enters on the execution of his 
oiFice, take a solemn oath or affirmation be- 
fore some person competent to administer 
oaths, " well and faithfully to execute the of- 
fice of alderman of the select council, or of 
the common council, (as the case may be) of 
the City of Milwaukee ;" and shall thereupon 
enter upon the duties thereof. 


Sec. 12. When the elections of the said al- 


derman or of a majority thereof in each coun- 
cil, shall be so its aforesaid approved, each 
of the said councils shall ef<>ct one member 
thereof to be the president thereof; and each 
council shall elect a secretary and such other 
officers as may bo necessary : Provided, That 
the same persons may be elected the secre- 
tary und other officers of both councils. Ami 
in cnse of a vacancy in any of said offices tit 
any time, or in case of the absence or inabili- 
ty of the said officers to act, the eaicl vacan- 
cy may-be filled by the election of another 
person to such vacant office, either perma- 
nently or temporarily as the ease may re- 
quire. 


Sec. 13. The said select and common coun- 


cils when organized as aforesaid, shall on 
the same or some subsequent day meet in con- 
vention, nnd add up and 7>ass upon the re- 
turns from the Several wards of the votes giv- 
en at the previous election for the offices of 
mayor, treasurer, marshal and attorney of the 
city, and also for all the officers authorized 
by this act to be elected in and for the sev- 
eral wards. And as suoh judges of such elee* 
tions shall pass upon and decide the legality 
or illegality of the same, and shall declare the 
person havingHbe highest number of l«g»l 
vote* for any particular office^ to be duly 
derated to mjch office. And the like pron-ed- 
iu«s stall be bad after any special election to 
fill any vacancy in any of the otSt-ea created 
by this net, or for any other purpose, at sucb 
tim* or time* at the Mid counc!r *haU di- 
rect 
•' 
* 
- ;<T:; 


Sec. 14, The said select and common coun- 


cils shall at all times have a separate and dis- 
tinct-organization. 
They shall not hold their 


sessions for the transaction of business on tbe 
same day, unless for extraordinary causes, 
which shall be entered upon their respective 
journals. Each council may authorize and 
appoint as many joint committes, standing 
committes and special committes as may be 
deemed necessary or expedient. 
Each coun- 


cil may adopt rules for its own government and 
proceedings. One council shall not adjourn 
for a longer term than four weeks without the 
consent of the other. A majority of each 
council shall be a quorum for the transaction 
of business, but a smaller [number] may ad- 
journ. Their sessions shall be open and pub- 
lic. Their proceedings shall be recorded, 
and all their papers, and all election returns 
shall be filed by their secretaries ; and the 
same may be examined at any time in tbe 
presence of the secretary. 
Each member 


may have one vote on any one question and no 
more. 
The yeas and nays may be required 


at anj time by one member — and on all ques- 
tions, ordinances or resolutions for assessing 
taxes, or for the appropriation or disburse- 
ment of money, the vote shall be taken by 
yeas and nays and duly entered on the jour- 
nal of proceedings. Each council may pun- 
ish by fine, its members, or oilier persons 
present for disorderly behavior; and may dis- 
miss a member for neglecting his duties as 
such member, or for unnecessary absence 
from sessions of council. At all elections by 
either council, or in convention of councils 
the vote shall be given visa voce — and shall 
be duly recorded on tbe journals of each 
council. When the members of the councils 
meet in convention the president of the select 
council shall be the presiding officer of the 
convention and the secretaries of the councils 
shall be the secretaries theicof, and they shall 
duly record the proceedings of the convention 
on the journals of each council. 


Sec. 15. The members of the select and 


common councils in convention assembled shall 
elect by the vote of the majority present, for 
the term of one year unless sooner removed, 
the following officers, and such others us may 
bo necessary to carry out the powers confer- 
red by this act on said municipal corporation, 
and also in the same manner and by the same 
vote remove them at pleasure, to wit : one 
city surveyor, one city clerk, school commis- 
sioners, one collector of taxes for each ward, 
one chief engineer of tbe fire department 
and as many assistant engineers as tliey may 
from time to time deem expedient, one sealer 
of weights and measures, measurers of fuel, 
grain, lime and other articles, weighers of 
bay, pound masters, sextons or keepers of 
burial grounds, inspectors of flour and provi- 
sions, one harbor-master, and one superin- 
tendent of the alms-bouse, and prescribe their 
compensation and duties, and impose and en- 
force such penalties as may be prescribed by 
ordinances for any mal-feasance or improper 
conduct of any of said officers. 


Sec. 16. A majority of the members of each 


council in convention assembled, shall Lave 
the power to dismiss from office any person 
elected or appointed to any office in said city, 
except Aldermen and Justices of tbe Peace ; 
and the said councils shall provide by ordin- 
ance the manner of hearing and disposing of 
complaints against officeis. 
And in case of a 


lie vote, or a failure in making an election of 
an officer or alderman, or in case of the dis- 
missal of an officer, or alderman, or where any 
officer elected or appointed for the city moves 
bin residence without tbe limits of the city, or 
where any alderman or officer elected or ap- 
pointed in and for award moves his residence 
without the limits of such ward, or whenever 
a vacancy may occur in any other manner in 
any office to be filed by an election by tbe 
people, (lie mayor shall by proclamation or- 
der a special election, giving five days notice 
thereof, for the election of a person to supply 
said \aeancy. And where u vacancy may 
occur in any ofiice to be filled by a %ote of 
councils in convention, tho same proceedings 
shall be had for tbe election of a successor, as 
are herein directed for elections by the mem- 
bers of said councils in convention assembled. 


Sec. 17. The power of the corporation of 


the said city sliull be vested in said select and 
common councils, who shall in separate and 
distinct council assembled, Iwe full power 
and lawful authority to make, ordain, onact, 
establish, publish, enforce, alter, modify, a- 
mend and repeal all such ordinances, rules 
and bye-laws, for tlie government and good 
order of the city, for the suppression of vice, 
for the prevention of ci line, and for the bene- 
fit of the trade, commerce and health thereof, 
as they shall eleeni expedient, declaring and 
imposing penalties, and to enforce the same 
against any person or persons who may vio- 
late any of the provisions of Mich ordinances, 
rules or bye-laws, and such ordinances, rules 
and bye-laws are hereby declared to be and 


the force of law: Provided, That they 


place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same 
from time to time as often as it may be deem- 
ed necessary for the health, comfort, and con- 
venience of the inhabitants of said city. 


V. To direct the location and management 


of all slaughter houses and markets, to estab- 
lish rates for and license venders of gunpow- 
der, and regulate the storage, keeping, and 
conveying gunpowder or other combustible 
materials. 


VI. To prevent the incurobering of the 


streets, sidewalks, lanes, or alleys with carria- 
ges, carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, lumber, fire- 
wood or any other materials or substances 
whatever. 


VII. To prevent horse racing, immoderate 


riding or driving in the streets, and regulate 
the places of bathing ;uid swimming in the wa- 
ters within the limits of said city. 


VIII. To restrain the running at large of 


cattle, swine, sheep, poultry, and geese, and 
to authorize the distraining and sale of the 
same. 


IX. To prevent the running at large of 


dogs, and to authorize tho destruction of the 
same in a summary manner, when at large 
contrary to the ordinance. 


X. To prevent any person from bringing, 


depositing, or having within said city, any 
putrid carcass, or any unwholesome substance, 
and to require the icmoval of the same by 
any person who shall have upon his premises 
any such substance, or putrid or unsound 
beef, pork, fish, hides, or skins of any kind : 
anil on default to authorize the removal there- 
of by some competent officer, at the expense 
of such person or persons. 


XI. To nnke and establish public pounds, 


pumps, wells, cisterns, and reservoirs, and 
to provide for the erection of water works for 
the supply of water to the inhabitants of said 
city or any ward therein, to erect lamps, and 
regulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, carts, 
and the charges of hackmen, cabmen, dray- 
men and cartmcu in the city. And to pro- 
vide for lighting the streets, public grounds 
and public buildings of said city with gas, or 
otherwise. 


XII. To establish nnd regulate boards of 


health, 
provide 
hospitals and cemetery 


grounds, regulate the burial of the dead, and 
the return of the bills of mortality, and to 
exempt burying giounds and grounds set 
apart for the public use, from taxation. 


XIII. To regulate the procuring of fire 


buckets, and the purchase of fire "engines, 
and to preserve said city from injuiies by 
fire, and to prescribe and regulate the mate- 
rials of which houses may be built within the 
fire limits, and the manner of erecting and 
securing chimneys, and to provide for re- 
moving chimneys, which may be deemed 
dangerous, and to require and provide for the 
building of new chimneys where deemed lie- 


shall be recorded by the city clerk in books to 
be provided for that purpose; but before pny 
of the said laws, ordinances, regulations, re- 
solutions or by-laws, shall be so recorded, 
the publications thereof respectively within 
the said time shall be proved by the affidavit 
of tbe foreman or publisher of such newspa- 
per, nnd said affidavit shall be recorded thcre- 
withv and at all times shall be deemed and 
taken as sufficient evidence of tbe time and 
manner of such publication. 


Sec. 19. The powers conferred upon the 


said councils to provide for the abatement or 
removal of nuisances shall not bar or hinder, 
suits, prosecutions, or proceedings in the 
courts according to law. Depots, houses or 
buildings of any kind wherein more than 
thirty pounds of gunpowder is deposited, stor- 
ed or kept at any one time, gambling houses, 
houses of ill lame, disorderly ta\erns, and 
houses or places where spiritous, \inous or 
feimented liquors are sold without the license 
required therefor within tho limits of 
city, arc hereby declared and shall be deem- 
ed public or common nuisances. 


Sec. 20. The select council fehall examine, 


audit and adjust the accounts of the mayor. 
clerk, treasurer, school commissioners, street 
commissioners, collector1', marshal and all oth- 
er officers and agents of the city, and of ev- 
ery ward thereof at such times its they may 
deem proper, and also at the end of each year 
and before the term for which the officeis of 
said city arc elected or appointed shall have 
expired.

Hgent to exhibit bib books, accounts and vonch- 
eis, for such examination and settlement, and 
if any such officer or agent shall refuse to
